Although the leaders in modem sci­ 
entific agriculture tell us th at speciali­ 
zation must become more and more the 
feature of farm ing in the future, It 
m ust be impressed upon the average 
farm er th at he has to take this advice 
in a modified form, says the Connecti­ 
cut Farm er. 
Some sections of 
the 
country are learning th at a lk a liz a ­ 
tion in farm ing or horticulture is dan­ 
gerous, for when disaster comes to that 
region everything is ruined. The South 
laised nearly all cotton at one time 
ami lost heavily every year th at the 
crop was too large or it failed to pro­ 
duce a fair yield. 
Now farm ers raise 
other things l>esidos cotton in the South 
and they are doing better in their di- 
xersified farm ing than ever before. By 
pinning all their faith to one crop they 
are pretty sure of something for the 
year’s outlay of time and labor. 
Like­ 
wise the farm ers cf Florida, while still 
raising oranges, do not exclude other 
crops, hut year by year they are in­ 
creasing the variety of their fruit and 
truck vegetables. 
In other words, the 
man who puts all his eggs In one bas­ 
ket may sooner or later lose all in one 
accident. 
Specialization in farm ing Is needed 
up to the point of knowing all there Is 
to be known concerning one, two or 
three' crops. That is the specialism we 
want on all farm s to day, whether they 
are iii the North, South, East, or West. 
The farm er who can raise the best 
invisible crop of wheat or corn, breed 
excellent sheep, cows or pigs. and add 
a small fruit or vegetable garden to 
the place knows well th at he has pro­ 
dded against ordinary accidents 
of 
weather, drought and insects. 
It is not 
too much to ask any farm er to study 
throe crojis like these so that he can 
excel in all. 
Ile may make on his 
special liohby and will carry it to a 
degree of success that will overshadow 
all others, but he needs a sheet anchor 
j to windward th at may come in to save 
him in time of a storm. D rifting from 
one crop to another is one 
of 
the 
worst practices so prevalent iii most 
parts of the country. 
We 
hear 
of 
somebody else striking it exceptionally 
rich in stone crop we have not culti­ 
vated, and forthw ith we abandon crops 
which we know something about and 
try the new with which we have no ex­ 
perience. 
Naturally, we fail to attain 
ex]looted results, and the next year an­ 
other report of somebody else’s success 
w ith another crop stim ulates us to imi­ 
tate him. 
Thus we may abandon one 
crop utter another and reach out for 
lain things. We cannot succeed in this 
way. because the knowledge which we 
purchase with experience is lost each 
j ear, and hence we make no advance­ 
ment. 
We must pin out faith to a few 
crops and make them our specialties, 
studying them In the light of modern 
k n o w le d g e and jiersoJial 
experience, 
which will enable us to improve a lit­ 
tle each year. 


SIX HUNDRED SLAIN. 


Band of Moro Outlaws Extermi* 
nated by U. S. Troops. 


BATTLE LASTS 2 DAYS 


Fifteen Enlisted Men and Three of 
Constabulary Are Dead.

Jolo—Americans 
Lift 
Their

An Im portant action between Ameri­ 
can forces and hostile Mores took place 
near Jolo. 
Fifteen enlisted men were 
killed, 
a 
commis­ 
sioned officer 
was 
wounded, four en­ 
listed 
men 
were 
wounded and a n a­ 
val contingent oper­ 
ating with the mili­ 
tary sustained thir- 
ty-t w o 
casualties. 
The Mores lost COO 
men killed. 
M a j o r 
General 
Leonard 
W o o d , 
commander of the division of the Phil­ 
ippines, reports as follows from Jolo, 
capital of the Sulu islands: 
“A severe action 
between 
troops. 
comiKised of a naval detachment and 
constabulary and hostile 
Mores 
has 
taken place at Mount I)ajo, near Jolo. 
The engagement opened 
during 
the 
afternoon of March 0 aud ended in the 
morning of March 8. 
“The acton involved the capture of 
Mount I>a jo, a lava cone ‘J, I DO feet 
high, with a crater at its summ it aud 
extremely steep. The last 400 feet were 
at an angle of OO degrees and there 
were fifty perpendicular ridges covered 
w ith a growth of tim ber and strongly 
fortified and defended by an invisible 
force of Mores. 
“The army casualties were fifteen en­ 
listed men killed, a commissioned offi­ 
cer and four enlisted men wounded. 
Tho naval casualties numbered thirty- 
two. 
Ensign II. I). Cooke, Jr.. of the 
United States steam er Pampanga, com­ 
manding the Pampanga fort, was se­ 
verely wounded, and Coxswain Gilmore 
was severely wounded iu the elbow. 
“The constabulary casualties 
were 
Captain John Ii. White, wounded in the 
thigh, severely; three enlisted men kill­ 
ed and thirteen wounded. Captain Ty­ 
ree Rivers sustained 
a 
slight 
flesh 
wound in tile thigh. Lieutenant Gordon 
was slightly wounded in the right hand. 
Lieutenant Wylie T. Conway of the 
Sixth Infantry was slightly wounded in 
the left eye. All the wounded are do­ 
ing well. 
“Colonel Joseph W. Duncan of the 
Sixth Infantry directed the operations. 
“All the 
defenders 
of the Moro 
stronghold were killed. 
Six hundred 
bodies were found on the field. 
‘T h e action resulted in the extinc­ 
tion of a band of outlaws who, recog­ 
nizing no chief, had been raiding friend­ 
ly Mores and. owing to their defiance 
of the American authorities, had stir­ 
red up a dangerous condition of af­ 
fairs." 
Flirt* Ahunt tho Morn*. 
Jolo, or Sula, is the capital of the Phil­ 
ippine archipelago of the same n a m e and 
is about 540 miles due south from Manila. 
It is the residence of the sultans of the 
Mores, who have here a large market 
place in which fruits and vegetables are 
sold. 
The town has been occupied by 
American troops ever since 1808, ami but 
little trouble has been had with the na­ 
tives, those in the lake region of Min­ 
danao having proved to be the most in­ 
tractable. 
Moro is a general designation for the 
Mohammedan Malay people with an in­ 
fusion of Semitic blood, living 
in the 
southern part of the Philippines, chiefly 
in the Sula archipelago and the adjoin­ 
ing portions of Mindanao. Mohammedan­ 
ism was introduced from Borneo in the 
fourteenth century. 
The Spaniards, who 
arrived in 1521, were never able to con­ 
quer thes“ races nor to convert them to 
the Catholic religion, though many forts 
and a few towns were build among them. 
Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, 
President 
Roosevelt’s particular friend, is in com­ 
mand of the troops in the Philippine Isl­ 
ands. The entire command is divided into 
three departments. 
In the department of 
Luzon, Maj. Gen. J. S. Weston is in com­ 
mand. 
Brig. Gen. J. A. Buchanan com­ 
mands th** department of Yisayas. 
F|ig. 
Gen. Casper II. Bliss commands the de­ 
partment of Mindanao. 
Mon** Desperate Fighter*. 
The Mores are desperate fighters and 
treacherous. The last battle, except that 
of a year ago, was on Dee. IO, 1800. The 
war in the Philippines, much of which 
was against the Mores, may be reviewed 
as follows:

DHSPLAINS ILLINOIS 


Editorial Road Building 
This season basproved beyond a doubt 
tha* much public money has been wast­ 
ed hauling muck on the roads thinking 
it would serve the place of gravel. 
Sticky c ay is worse than black dirt) 
especially w hen it is freezingand thaw­ 
ing and when mixed with rubble stone, 
it is awful hard on both teams and vehi­ 
cles. 
* 
* 
* 
If the editor was superintei.dent of 
country roads, he would try building 
roads so there would be both dirt and 
macadam tracks side by side; then when 
the roads are dry, we could drive on the 
dirt, which is much easier on the teams; 
and only use the hard roads when the 
earth is wet, soft and spongy. 
* 
* 
* 
Our ideal road would be to round up 
a wide pike, then cut out a level trench 
6 or 8 inches deep 8 ft wide on the north 
or east half of the pike (black dirt on 
the south and west ha f will dry out 
quicker, bv ing next to the sun) and fill 
it rounding full of crushed stone or pure 
gravel covering the surface with tine 
gravel or powdered sTone; then let it 
alone, except when it needs repairs: 
don’t scrape any dirt onto macadam 
roads; but if ruts form, open them so 
the water can run out, then till up the 
ruts. 
*

* 
For the best scr aper to smooth our 
pres nt roads, 
we would suggest a 
cylinder roller 8 feet long, 2 feet in 
diameter at the ends and 18 inches at 
the middle built solid and set in a bal' 
anced frame with a pole like a farm 
roller. 
In front of each end of the rol­ 
ler set a share 5 ft long at an angle of 
45 degrees * a h to he controlled by an 
indepent eat simple lever and the whole 
spread to re eh out not over 12 ft 
Two 
teams abreast with two drivers, could 
handle the entire ma hine and do good 
work ou 20 miles of road a day. Such 
a machine would he cheaper and do 
better work than the present graders 
with less than half the labor. 


of Illinois are to lie banded iuto leagues 
to drag heavy logs at an angle in order to 
improve the roads. 
For this purpose the best arrangement 
is the split-log drag—a log sawed into two 
equal pieces. The length is about 9 feet, 
and diameter about 18 inches. Tin se two 
sections are joined 3 feet apart, with 3 
strong, mortised cross pieces 
The drag 
is hauled at not a slight angle, but at an 
angle of 45 degrees. 
The drag does not need to be especially 
heavy. 
Boards laid over the cross-pieces 
gives a platform for the driver to stand 
on, and by shifting his weight, he can 
make the crown of the road high or not, 
as is proper to the section he is working 
on 
The principle of road working is to fill 
in the holes. The drag is to be used as 
soon after rains as possible, and the com­ 
bined smoothing aud puddling of the sur­ 
face. soon makes a road that will he a 
surprise to the uninitiated. 
In this, asin taking care of any styleof 
road, “eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty” trotn rutted roads. 
Not ouee in 
awhile, but as ofteu as possible after tains 
should the roads* he dragged. 
No good 
farmer goes into his field when it is mud­ 
dy. 
Enough farmers on each section of 
roads should be enlisted to spend an hour 
or so with a team on roads adjacent to 
their farms to keep the top surface smooth 
and puddled and in a short lime loads 
could be hauled over roads that before 
such treatment would lie iii bad shape 
after every hard rainfall. 
The present state 
road commission 
should have the confidence ami co opera­ 
tion of everyone interested in good roads 
The members are practical hard-headed 
men and will not he led away to follow 
fads and fancies. Their taking up of the 
split-log drag proves that the? are investi­ 
gating the right thing to do under the ex 
istiug road conditions.

Minneapolis is off th*1 map: Hennepin 
county, of which it is the sear, is off the 
map; and so are Hubbard and Houston 
counties, Minn. 
This strange situation 
has been brought about by the omission 
from the new code, which became effec­ 
tive Monday, of the three counties men­ 
tioned. 
Lawyers are particularly excit­ 
ed over the matter. Some persons go so 
far as to maintain that the three coun­ 
ties have no legVl existence and conse­ 
quently are alarmed af the possibilities 
for complicating all litigation pending the 
straightening out of the tangle. 
I his can 
only lie done by the Legislature, which is 
not due to meet until next winter. Mean­ 
while the counties will hold their organ 
ications on a de facto basis until the as- 
nemblv remedies the omission. 
Although 
it is contended that the counties have no 
legal existence a saving circumstance is 
seen in the mentioning in others jiarts of 
the code of Hennepin. Hubbard and Hous­ 
ton counties, by which, it is argued, their 
identity is inferentially established though 
their location is not indicated.

Anthracite Operators Reject Every 
One of M iners’ Demand*. 
The anthracite mine owners have re­ 
fused every one of the demands recent­ 
ly submitted by the United Mine Work 
ers of America. 
W hile there is still a 
clift nee for further negotiation, the lead­ 
ers on both sides agree th at every indi­ 
cation points to the 
greatest 
labor 
struggle in the history of the coal in­ 
dustry. 
The miners' demands on the opera­ 
tors 
include 
higher 
wages, 
shorter 
hours, union recognition, arid various 
changes in the system for the adjust­ 
ment of grievances, established by the 
anthracite 
strike 
commission 
three 
years ago. The men also propose th at 
the new agreem ent run for but one in­ 
stead of three years. 
These demands 
were based on resolution adopted at the 
mine workers’ convention at Shamokin, 
when a committee consisting of Presi­ 
dent Mitchell, the three district presi­ 
dents and secretaries, and twenty-nine 
other union officials was named to ne­ 
gotiate a new agreement 
with 
the 
operators. 
Iii their rejection of the union’s de­ 
m ands the operators hint th at since the 
United Mine W orkers of America is an 
organization controlled by bituminous 
miners, its policy is to force a strike 
for the benefit of the bituminous indus­ 
try. 
Following their rejection of the 
m iners’ demands, thv operators submit 
w hat they call a counter proposition, 
providing th at the anthracite commis­ 
sion's aw ards, the 
principles 
upon 
which they were established, and the 
methods created for carrying them out 
lie continued for three years more. This 
proposition, of course, opens the way 
for further negotiation. 
If the miners 
refuse to m oderate their demands there 
will be nothing left for them but to 
strike. 
What Miner* Demand. 
An agreement effective from April I.

1. Eight hour day. 
2. Wage increase of looper cent above 
anthracite strike commission's award for 
contract miners.

In C hicago \lo n e There Are 70,000. 
o f T hese “ Fiend*.” 
That 70,000 Chicagoans are afflicted 
with the <*ocaine habit is the statement 
mad.* by organizations which have been 
fighting the “coke” evil for years and. they 
admit, losing ground all the time. 
Medi­ 
cally, cocaine is the alkaloid 
derived 
from r-oco leaves. In its crystallized form 
it is pure white and flaky, and when 
used is crushed to a powder and snuffed 
into the nostril?. 
Another method is to 
use a solution which is hypodermically in­ 
jected in the same way as morphine. 
It Is also taken internally, and which­ 
ever the mode the result is the same— 
unusual stimulating effect in the early 
stages of the habit aud powerful recuper­ 
ating power when the victim has so far 
succumbed to its use that it is absolutely 
necessary. 
When snuffed the powder is 
generally laid over the thumb on the left 
band, and it is not unusual to see ha­ 
bitual cocaine users with large sores on 
this >pot from the effects of the drug 
penetrating the skin, 
Some catarrh cures are notorious sub­ 
terfuges to satisfy the craving for the 
narcotic, says a Chicago paper, and one 
of these has been the subject of legisla­ 
tion in many States. 
Its sale has been 
prohibited in Illinois, but other prepara­ 
tions against which the ban has not been 
placed are said to be equally bad. 
To use morphine in a satisfactory form 
requires a syringe, to smoke opium re­ 
quires a room where one may sleep, bas­ 
il *esh is hard to obtain—but for cocaine 
one needs neither syringe nor room, and 
there is no difficulty in obtaining the stuff 
in most parts of the city. 
All that is 
necessary for any one to indulge in this 
habit is “the price.” This may mean any 
sum of money from IO cents up. 
Ten 
cents will secure enough “flake” to serve 
for two or three hours of enjoyment, 
provided the user has not developed a 
strong taste for the drug. 
Twenty-five 
cents pays for a small box full of the 
drug, sufficient to last any one for a day, 
and for a dollar one can secure enough 
of the stuff to furnish a complete orgy 
of drugging. 
“Even a child can use it,” 
and to the shame of druggists and sa­ 
loonkeepers in certain parts of the city. 
it must be said that they do. 


The list of victims of tho mine disas­ 
ter in the Courrieres district of 
the 
Pas-de-Calais, France, numbers LIDO, 
and the whole region stands appalled 
at the tragedy, which has brought sor­ 
row to 6,000 fathers, mothers, wives 
arid children. The last great mine dis­ 
aster in France occurred in 188.7, when 
203 jiersons were killed and 80 in ju re d ; 
but th at and all others sink into insig­ 
nificance before Courrleres. 
After fifteen hours of perilous effort, 
all attem pt to rescue the men entombed 
in the burning coal mine at Courrieres, 
near Calais, was abandoned. 
The explosion occurred a t 7 o’clock 
in the morning, soon after 1,70.7 men 
had descended into the mine to begin 
their day's work. Twenty-five thousand 
persons crowded around the mouths of 
the shafts, helpless co save the 
en­ 
tombed m iners or even to bring out 
their bodies. The whole interior of the 
mine was a roaring furnace of flames 
for hours. All the wooden proiis burned 
away, and it was announced th at the 
galleries, which afforded the only pos­ 
sible place of safety for the entombed 
men, had fallen in. 
All 
France 
has 
lieen 
profoundly 
shocked by the m agnitude of the disas­ 
ter, which is said to he the greatest in 
the history of continental mining. Pres­ 
ident Pallier*** sent his secretary, ac­ 
companied by M inister of Public W orks 
G autier and M inister of 
the Interior 
Dubief, on a special train to the scene 
of the disaster. 
It was learned th at there had been 
a fire in one of the pits, and M. Leon, 


Ohio C ity Ha* R ecovered from Its 
Ranee Airatnat XeRroea. 
Springfield, Ohio, is once more quiet. 
The 
negro-hating mobs which 
raged 
through the streets, burning negro dives 
and negro homes and threatening 
to 
take human life, melted away in the 
presence of the m ilitia. 
Save for the 
blackened ruins of several buildings in 
the negro quarter, there is at present 
no indication of the raging fever which 
pulsated through the w ins of the city, 
threatening disaster beyond reckoning. 
The law-abiding citizens, business men 
and those who take pride in the city 
do not relish the unenviable notoriety 
which these anti negro outbreaks have 
brought to Springfield, and they plead 
in behalf of the fair name of the city 
th at the mobs were in the main made 
up of boys aud irresponsible 
young 
men. 
A year ago a negro named Dixon, 
who shot and killed a policeman, was 
taken out and lynched by a mob, which 
afterw ard attacked the negro quarter, 
setting tire to several buildings. 
The 
m ilitia were called ui*m at the time, 
and for a week Springfield was under 
m artial law. 
It was hoped then th at 
there never would lie a repetition 
of 
those disgraceful scenes, hut they have 
been repented, except for the taking of 
human life. 
The shameful outbreak of last week 
was caused by the shooting of a white 
railw ay brakem an named NI. K. Davis 
by two negroes named Gadd and Dean. 
Davis lingered several days liefore his 
death. 
His assailants were hurried to 
Dayton for safety. 
This outrage was 
the signal for a raid on the negro quar­ 
ter of the city, and for several days 
and nights the mob burned and demol­ 
ished negro buildings, despite the pres­ 
ence of tile militia. 
The mere killing of a white man by 
a negro in a northern city would not 
seem to ail outsider sufficient cause for 
determined mob violence, but it m ust 
lie remembered th at Springfield has a 
large negro population, and th at among 


terlal re! a tint to sugar and syrup man­ 
ufacture and a general account of the 
location sad condition of the industry 
in this country.

Farm Income* in Canada. 
One speaker at M ontreal during a 
recent session of the Canadian tariff 
commission said th at the average farm 
in Huntingdon County represented an 
investment of $5,000. 
On such a farm 
there would be twelve cows of a total 
value of $420. Two cows would fatten 
two pigs and four calves. The revenue 
from the milk and milk products of 
twelve cows amounted to about $420 a 
y ear; from the two pigs 
sad 
four 
calves. $100. 
They would 
sell 
two 
beeves at $40 each. 
From the sale of 
horses, one in two years, apples and 
small stuff, there would 
be another 
$100. 
The produce of the farm eaten 
annually by a family of six was esti­ 
mated at $180; therefore there was a 
total revenue of $840 a year. 
To work 
such a farm required the services of 
two men and one woman, worth in all 
a value of $456 and their board at $6 
a month. Then there would be expendi­ 
ture for blacksm ith’s service, harness, 
and various items of wear and tear, to 
amount to $100. 
Thus, the total ex- 
jlense reached the sum of $772, which, 
deducted from a total revenue of $840, 
left a balance of $68. Another speaker 
gave the balance sheet of an average 
dairy farm, showing receipts of $1,205 
and expenditures of $5(53, leaving $<100 
for living, clothing, education, excur­ 
sions, etc.

P a rt of the Negro district in Springfield, Ohio, known as “The Jungles/ 
which was burned by the angry jieoplo. 


chief engineer of the departm ent of 
Pas-de-Calais, adm its th at the engin­ 
eers, after fighting this fire for four 
days, being unable to m aster it, closed 
all the outlets. NI. Leon believes fis­ 
sures must have formed which perm it­ 
ted gases to escape and, those becoming 
ignited, the explosion followed. 
Saturday morning the miners went 
to their work as usual and 1,705 men 
had descended when there was a deaf­ 
ening explosion. 
The -ages in which 
the miners descended into pits 2, 3 and 
4 were hurled thirty feet from 
the 
mouth of the shaft. 
A miner working 
near the mouth was killed, and a horse 
was blown into the air. 
The roof of 
the mine office was blown off. Immedi­ 
ately following the explosion 
flames 
burst from the moutf. of the pit. driv­ 
ing back those without who sought to 
enter and dooming those within. 
W ithin an incredibly short time the 
entire interior of the mine was a vast 
roaring furnace, the flames even in u r­ 
ing out of tile mouth of tile shaft at 
times and driving away the 
rescue 
parties 
which attem pted to descend 
into the mine,

One hundred eyes, assorted to in­ 
clude a half dozen sorts, may be or­ 
dered packed in one box. 
These will 
cost about $1, with charge prepaid. 
The cost is hardly worth mentioning 
when compared to the advantage of 
having some pure stock of known va­ 
rieties. 
They are not mailed until 
danger of freezing is past. 


Carina; Ham*. 
Hog raising has declined so much in 
some sections th at farm ers are reduced 
to the purchase of the coarse and 
chemically treated hams sold In the 
markets. 
These are far inferior to 
farm raised, corn and milk fed hogs 
of the sm aller breeds with the hams 
cured in the old fashioned manner. 
A 
plan still practised is to hang the hams 
in a barrel which connects by a con­ 
duit with a great hole in which are 
burned large quantities of cobs. 
The 
cobs make a very clean, 
wholesome 
smoke and there is no danger of fire, as 
in the use of the ordinary smokehouse. 


M aple Snjrar Inform ation. 
A very good source of information 
on the maple sit^ar industry in all its 
phases is included in a Government 
bulletin entitled “The Maple Sugar In­ 
dustry,’’ by Messrs. W. I'. Fox and W. 
F. Hubbard. 
It can be obtained from 
the United States Departm ent of Ag­ 
riculture.

A bet poultice should be applied 
to the throat and changed twice a day 
until the swelling bursts or disappears.

ICONGRESS 


Two speeches on the railroad rate bill 
were made in the 
Senate Wednesday. 
Mr. Scott spoke in opposition to the 
pending measure, and Mr. (’lapp sup­ 
porter! it. 
The remainder of the session 
was devoted to statehood. Messrs. Per­ 
kins and Spooner speaking in opposition. 
Under the cover of the general debate on 
the Indian appropriation bill the House 
indulged in a Hood of oratory. 
Mr. 
Burke (S. D ) told of the prosperous con­ 
dition of the Indians; Mr. Iviine (Pa.) 
advocated reforms in the fiscal system; 
Mr. Brantley (G a.) spoke against fed­ 
eral licenses for pilots; 
Mr. Ilaughen 
(low I) opposed the establishment of a 
parcels post; Mr. Gardner (M ass.) urged 
additional immigration restrictions, and 
Mr. Gaines (Tenn.) 
defended 
Henry 
Clay from the charge of being a stand­ 
patter. 


The entire time of the Senate Thurs­ 
day was devoted to general debate on the 
statehood bill. 
Messrs. McCumber and 
Patterson opposed the measure as it now 
stand*. while Mr. Beveridge supported it. 
He had not completed his speech when 
adjournment was taken. The House pass­ 
ed the Indian appropriation bill, carrying 
$7,785,528. 
Only a few minor amend­ 
ments were made. The members then pro­ 
ceeded to entangle themselves over the 
bill to abolish the grade of lieutenant 
general. 
The result was an adjournment 
for lack of a quorum, but the vote to 
consider the hill showed an overwhelming 
sentiment in its favor, and it probably 
will be passed in due course. The follow­ 
ing resolutions were passed: Calling on 
the Secretary of State for the report of 
'H erbert II. I>. Peirce on the condition of 
American consulates in the Orient, and 
especially Shanghai: requiring the Post­ 
master General to report to the House 
whether Town Topics is admitted to the 
mails and whether the government assists 
the puolication in “ its occupation of ex­ 
torting money by blackmail.” 
The latter 
was iroin Bourke Cochran. 


Tho Senate Friday passed a hill for 
the admission of a new State to be called 
Oklahoma, and to be composed of the 
present territory of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territorj'. 
It was the House joint state­ 
hood bill with all the provisions relat­ 
ing to Arizona and New Mexico stricken 
out. 
The motion to eliminate those terri­ 
tories from the measure prevailed by a 
vote of 37 to 35. 
The House railroad 
rate bill was made unfinished business. 
During the “morning hour” a bill appro­ 
priating $10,000 for the improvement of 
the mouth of the Columbia River was 
passed. 
The House passed 408 private 
pension bills and devoted three hours to 
the consideration of a bill providing for a 
uniform system 
of 
naturalization, the 
chief feature of which requires an alien 
to wiire either his own or tlie English 
language and to speak and read the lat­ 
ter, and to declare his intention to re- 
side permanently in the Fnited Stares 
before he can become an American citi­ 
zen. 
It met with many objections. 
A 
resolution calling on the Postmaster Gen­ 
eral to inform the House? w hy the Iud i- 
homa Union Signal of Shawnee, Okla., Is 
excluded as second-class mail matter was 
laid on the table. 
Both houses adjourn­ 
ed until Monday. 


Acrimonious debate over 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s recent message scoring the recoin 
tion for an inquiry into the coal roads as 
lacing inadequate occupied the early part 
of the Senate session Monday. 
Senator 
Tillman, who framed the resolution, bit­ 
terly condemned the President’s attitude. 
Senators Ixxlge and Sj>ooner took the 
position that the President was w arrant 
tai in making the criticisms. 
At 2 o’clock 
the rate bill was called up and Senator 
Culberson spoke on the subject of a bill 
which he has introduced to take the place 
of the House measure. 
Several bills of 
local importance were passed. 
The state­ 
hood bill was returned to the House from 
the Senate and was laid on the Speaker’s 
table without comment. 
D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia legislation then was taken up. An 
effort to bring up the naturalization bill 
failed because of lack of a quorum.

There 
are other records as good as mine, but 
they are finished, and so the interest suf­ 
fers.

The use of the bill board, the poster 
and the placard to advertise religious ser 
vices is coming into favor in Denver. 
It 
was begun by Rev. C hristian F. R isn e r, 
pastor of G race 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 
church, and if the present rivalry among 
congregations in the m atter of the con­ 
spicuous display of their advertisem ents 
is not soon abated theater m anagers, who 
in the past enjoyed a practical monopoly 
of the bill board privileges, may be called 
on to pay an advance in the price of 
space on the boards. 
Not only are the 
churches doing more advertising than ever 
before, but there is keen rivalry in the 
wording of the advertisem ents. 
This activity dates from last spring, 
when Rev. Billy Sunday, the ex-ball play­ 
er evangelist, held meetings in the Colo­ 
rado gold camps, 
lie caused all the coun­ 
ty seat tow ns in the neighborhood of the 
places where he conducted revivals to be 
placarded, and fam ilies drove for miles 
and traveled across the m ountains to hear 
his sermons. 
Sunday introduced w hat to Colorado 
was an innovation, in the form of “stick­ 
ers,” bearing the legend, “Get Right W ith 
God.” 
These were pasted on sidewalks, 
on lam p posts, on the windows of stree: 
cars— in every place where they would 
attra c t attention. 
One religious cam ­ 
paigner slipped into a fashionable hotel 
at Colorado Springs one night and pasted 
a “sticker” on the hands of all the hats 
he could find while the owners were at 
dinner. 
T he Denver Young M en’s 
C hristian 
Association has adopted modern methods 
in raising money for a new building. 
It 
has set out to collect $200,000 in one 
month. 
The organization has rented a 
large storeroom on a prom inent down­ 
town corner and there has 
established 
headquarters, much after the m anner of 
a political cam paign headquarters. 
A 
chairm an receives reports hourly from his 
lieutenants, who have certain districts in 
charge, like precinct captains. 
New sub­ 
scriptions are indicated on a large clock 
dial placed high outside the building it 
plain view from two streets. 
The spirit of rivalry has spread to the 
Sunday schools, and school cries 
have 
been adopted by the children. 
W hen p ar­ 
ties of pupils from 
different 
Sunday 
schools meet they give voice to their 
cheers w ith all the enthusiasm of students 
of rival colleges.
